of detainees as 113, and said they 
were arrested probably for 
casing portraits of Iranian 
spiritual leader Ayatollah 
RuboEah Khomeini and “Islamic 
literature.” 

It was not clear if any Iraniaiis 
remaioed in Saudi custody. 

Seouiity autiiorities in Saudi 
Arabia have arrested more tiian 
100 Iranians di^ised as Muslim 
pilgrims who were trying to 
smuggle in explosives and 
weapons to sabotage oil 
installations in Arab countries 
supporting Iraq in the Gulf war, a 
dissident Iranian group said 
Thuzsd^. 

The Mujahedeen Khalq, or 
people'swarriors,said in alengdiy 
statement telexed to the 
Associated Press bureau in 
Nicosia all the allied 
pilgrims are members of a special 
unit of Iran’s Islamic 
Revolutionary Guards corps, 
fanatical followers of Ayatollah 
RuhoUah Khomeini. 

It also dazmed that some of the 
weqx>ns and explosives, including 
TNT and piastre, were “to be 
delivered to the Khomeini 
regime’s agents in European 
countries throng Saudi Arabia to 
be used for terrorist activities.” 
The statemoit did not elaborate. 

It said that 170 Revolutionary 
Guards were sent into Sauefi 
Arabia among more than 150,000 
Ir anian Shf ite MusUms who went 
on the annual pSgrim^e to 
Itiam’s holiest shrines earlier this 
month. Another more than two 
milfion Muslims pflgr^ flooded 
into Mecca and Medina for die 
l^j, 

Aldiough more than 100 of the 
alh^ed infiltratois were caught tw 
Saudi authorities, more than 50 
slipped through tile net and so far 
have cot detained, the 

Mujahedeen clainied. 

The statement, quoting sources 
“wititin the Khomeini regime,” 
identified some of the allied 
infiltiatoEs still at Ian as senior 
Revolutionary OuarcK officers. 

It said tiiat since the Saudi 
roundup duimg the pilgrima^ 
Triuan has been “intent on 
rqiidly taking out of Saudi 
Arabia” diose officers “who are 
currently in the country in die 
guise of pilgrims.”

Syria denounces U.S.-Egyptian 
exercises, threats against Libya 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) ~ 
Syria’s ruling Baath Party has 
renewed support for Col. 
j Muammar Qadhafi against U.S. 

I threats of a fresh military strike 
against Libya and said joint 
U.S.-Egyptian naval exercises in 
the Mediterranean were 
“provocative.” Damascus radio 
reported Friday. 

The govemment-nin radio 
quoted an unidentified 
authoritative scarce in the party as 
saying Thursday that die United 
States has “escalated its mad 
campaign against Libya in 
preparation for a new aggression 
being coordinated witii Israel and 
some otiier UB. allies. 

“Any egression on Libya will 
be re^uded as an aggression 
against Syria and the entire Arab 
nation,” the radio quoted the 
source as saying. 

It said the U.S.-£gyptian 
manoeuvres which ended 
Thursday “were a provocative act 
and a ring in the loz^ chain of plots 
’ against Libya.” 

But Syria. Libya’s main ally. 
“w3I continue to confront these 
hostile American plots alongside 
Libya," the radio reported. 

UB. officials said this week that 
contingency plans have been 
drawn up for a new attack against' 
Libya because of evidence CoL 
Qadfaafi' has eagag'ed in 
enoonragiii^ attacks again. 

The United States bombed 
Libya’s two largest dties of Tripoli 
and Benghazi on April 15 ^er 
Washington accused Co. Qadhafi 
of sponsoring intemational 
terrorism. 

Syria, the Soviet Union’s chief 
Arab ally, was the first to 
condemn tiie strike. 

The joint U.S.-£gyptiaa 
military manoeuvres ended 
Thursday witii an aerial display 
and the commander of the 
American Sixth Fleet descobtog 
the five-day exercises as

Vice-Admiral Kendall E. 
MoranviUe said the air and sea 
manoeuvres were not planned 
against Libya, which described 
ttem as provocative.

“The 
cooperation level between the 
Egyptian mflitary and the Sixtii 
Fleet is at an aU time high." 

U.S. F-14, A-6 and A-7 jets 
from the aircraft carrier USS 
Forrestal took part in the 
90-minute aerial display, whidi 
included bombing and strafing 
runs with live ammunition. 

“We in the navy do not drive 
tanks, but we can support tiie 
Egyptian army with our aircraft,’’

- MUitaiy attadies from Eastern

“The American admmisttation 
has turned the Libyan government 
into a scapegoat and is trying to 
present it as a terrorist .state,”

“Libya is a victim of American 
aggression and we support Libya 
in its desire to defend its 


sovereignQr."

Hussein! expects TCC 
to be private by 1988

AMMAN — rn mimmipatin ns Mmister Muhieddine 
A1 H nsseini Friday Said he expected the complete 
priyatisation of . the Telecommunications 
Corporation (TCC) to be completed between the end 
of 1987 and ^e beginning of 1988. . 


In a statement he gave to Pjetra, 
Mr. Dajani said his talks with Mr. 
Assadi were within the fiamewoik 
of continued coordination 
between the two countries which, 
he said, were vital to maintain the 
flow of goods. 

Desc&ing the ULTC as “pilot 
project,” Mr. Dajani said 
transportation facilities and 
developments is Iraq and Jordan 
are not cuily beneficial to the two 
countries but also to all 
neighbouring coimtries. 

Mr. Dajani said that such 
h^-level meetings between tiie 
two countries were instrumental 
in tadding existing obstacles since 
the land tran^rt is considered a 
vital economic sector.

<fe$uUs • wer^^ Itighly; 
successful. . . . 

Di. Ta’ani was addiessii^ 
participants attending a 
RSS-sponsored seminar on 
“Appropriate TecbnbloOT in tiie 
Helds of Solar and Wmd Eoerg/' 
during a field tr^ they made to 
Juif A1 Oaxawitii triiere one of the 
expe ri mental stations has been set 
up. 

More than 100 exp erts and 
researchers in solar and wind 
energy fiom 16 Arab and foreign 
countries are taking part in the 
seminar, designed to discuss 
means of finding alternative 
energy resources. 

Dr. Ta’ani told the partictyants 
two techniques have been used to 
pump underground water using 
-wind power. The first, he 
explained, involves using 
mechanical wind tens to transform 
•wind energy into mechanical 
energy to turn a qiindrical punqi 
to get water to the surface from a 
depth of 60 metres, while tiie 
second method involves the 
indizect Damping of water using 
electrical fans and wind power 
generate electric power to drive 

piitnps- 

He s^ the RSS, in oooperatkm 
with experts from West Germany, 
has already set up two projects 
for punqiing water; one at Juif 
Al Daiawish and the second at 
Kbananeh and has succeeded in 
pumping 200 cubic metres of 
underground water daily from a 
d^tfa of 55 metres. 


"At the rate things are 
developing, I can say that TCCs 
conversion from a 
govemment-owned institution to 
a commercial entity will need one 
or one and a half year firom oow,” 
Mr. Husseini, who also is 
chaiimaD of the TCC board of 
directors, told the Jordan Times. 

The a goveinmeot-owo^ 
corporation has had a monopoly 
over all telecommunications 
services in die Kingdom since it 
was estaUished under a law in 
1971. 

The minister said tiiat the first 
stage towards changing the 
corporation’s status will be 
through converting it into a public 
shareholding company witii all the 
shares to be owned Ity the 
government. 

Mr. Husseini said he did not 
expect the government to 
zelmquish 100 per cent of the 
shares. “Since the govemment 
will own all TCC shares prior to its 
total privatisation, it will deckle on 
the total percentage of shares it 
wishes to maintain or sell,” said 
Mr. Husseini, a staundi supporter 
of privatising the corporation. 

However, the find picture of 
dividing the shares between tiie 
puUfc and private institutioas 
remains up to the govemmentt the 
minister continued. “Hiis cabinet 
is wfiling to privatise TCC and to 
sell sha^ to die private sector, 
but another government might 
deckle to keep all the shares to 
itself," he added. 

Last March, TCCs board of 
diiectots endorsed a dedsion 
recommending the conversion of 
the TCC into a public 
shareholding company to pave the 
way for its oomfdete {aivatisatkm. 

British Teleconsult, which 
carried out' the feasibility stucty 
free of charge, stands good 
chances of being named the 


consultant to restructure the TCC 
into a commercial institution 
before the corporation is 
completely privatise 

The idea of privatising TCC was 
called for by Prime Mister Zaid 
Rifoi, who requested the ministry 
to conduct research on the 
viability of privatisation. 

On Wednesday, the cabinet 
decided to transform a number of 
public organisations into 
share-holding companies 
operating on a commercial basis to 
open the way for the private sector 
to owD part of the capital. The 
cabinet's statement said 
transformations should be done 
“in a stage-by-stage process" after 
inteosTve studies and that the 
progra mme of priorities should be 
worked out while the means of 
implementation should be 
studied. 

The cabinet communique did 
not mention names of any 
projected public companies at 
stake, but Mr. Husseini affirmed 
that the TCC was one of the 
institutions. The issue of 
converting the TCC into a 
commercial entity first arose- at 
the end of 19S4 and drew mixed 
reactions fiom public and private 
sector officials. 

Mr. Husseini. together with 
other su{)pojtets of privatisation, 
.has maintained that increased 
profitability, more efficiency and 
an improvement in 
telecommunications services are 
the mam motives for privatisiDg 
the corporation. Opposers of the 
idra contend tiiat before such a 
step is taken, organisers tiiould 
study the extend to which the 
private sector can take part in 
holding shares. 

’ 'The TCC is a huge empire with 
lots of investments including paid 
up capital, assets, liabilities and 
turnover, so if the private sector

commented a senior economist, 
who {deferred anonymity. There 
is no official figure on the total of 
the TCCs investments, but 
sources close to the corporation 
put the figure at over JO 260 
million. 

Fast mail to Iraq 

In another .related 
development, the Ministry of 
Communications Thursday 
announced that it intends to add 
Iraq to a list of countries with 
which it maintains a 24-hour fast 
mail delivery service. 

Under secretary at the ministiy, 
Mansour Ibn Tara, said that the 
central post office in downtown 
Amman wM include Iraq in the 
express mail tystem as of next 
Monday. Alia, the Royal 
Jordanian Airline, is in charge of 
carrying both the incoming and 
outgoing mafl. 

The ministiy launched the 
system on July 1 and is currently 
operating the service with the 
following countries; Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar, 
Oman, Egypt, West Germany, the 
United IGngdom, France and 
Bahrain. 

Mr. Ibn Tarif told the Jordan 
News Agency, Petra, that the 
ministiy is currently negotiating 
with five other foreign countries 
forinclusioD in tiie service. He did 
not name tiie countries.

Biased editorial policies marked Western press < ^ 
coverage of Israei’s invasion of Lebanon in 1982

The following article is the last in a three-part series on the handling of 
Middle East issues and conflicts by four leading H'uarwr/j newspapers 
during the years I*^80-I9S2. Parts one and two appeared in 
Wednesday's and Thursday's issues of the Jordan Times. The wriieris 
assistant professor of journalism and mass communications at 
Yarmouk University. 


THE year 1982 proved to be one 
of the most "newsworthy’' of the 
thr^ years of the study. During 
that year, Israel invaded Lebanon 
and occupied its capital forcing the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) to relinquish its strategic 
stronghold in that country. 
Internationally, the 
Falklaod/Malvinas islands 
situated in the southern part of 
South America suddenly became 
the centre of the world attention 
as Ai^otina and Britain fought a 
war for the control of those 
islands. Helmut Schmidt was 
ousted by the West German 
"Bundest^’ and replaced by 
Helmut Kohl. Soviet Presideat 
Leonid Brezhnev died in 1 982 and 
was succeeded by Yuri Andropov 
who fw-anift the Communisc Party 
leader. Moreover, an earthquake 
hit northern Yemen leaving more 
than 2,800 dead and thousands 
homeless. 

During 1982, The Washington 
Post, Le Monde, II Corriere Della 
Sera and The Times of London 
published 2841 editorials. 1020 of 
which dealt with foreign affairs. 
The Post published 43 editorials 
whkdi discussed the Aiab-lsraeli 
conflict, or 18.S per cent of its 
total foreign editorials. Le Monde 
published 44 editorials about this 
conffict, or 14 per cent of its total 
foreign editorials. Corriere and 
The Times published 20 and 37 
editorials respectively.or 17 S per 


Israel. When Israeli planes 
bombed Lebanon on April 21 for 
the first rime since the truce 
started, the FLO did not re^nd. 
When ^ere was another bombing 
on May 9, there was a limited 
response: about 100 rockets that 
Isrul said caused no damage or 
casualties. Then, afterthe massh'e 
Israeli bombing last week, the 
nLO respondra with full-scale 
barrages. In short, the cease-fire 
kept the Galilee safe untS Israel 
bombed Lebanon." 


Aggression, invasion 
of a sovereign 
country, the violation 
of international law, 
these are not 
considered to 
be relevant concerns 
with respect to the 
situation in Lebanon. 
In fact, Lebanon need 
not even be 
considered a country 
with legal rights, 
according to The New 
York Times. 


"Yes. in the sense that she 
wants Palestinians to settle down 
wherever they happen to be and 
stoi) bothering her. She is even 
willing to let them run their own 
affairs, under her supervision, in 
mo areas where they are highly 
concentrated: the West Bank and 
the Coxa Strip. But is Israel willi^ 
to live in peace with the 
F^esrinians as a people, according 
to them the same recognition that 
she rightly and insistently 
demands for heiself? Is she willing 
to Uberate Lebanon from the 
Palestinian burden which is 
destroying iL not by a war against 
an Palestinians in Lebanon, but by 
seeking to accommodate them 
witiiio Palestine, even if that 
mftang ghing up part of the 
htstoric "Land of Israel?" To that 
question, as to the corresponding 
question about the attitude of the 
^estinians to Israel, the answer 
remains unclear." 

As evidence began to mount 
that Israefs declared intention for 
the invasion was only a cover for 
its real aim of defeatmg both the 
PLO and SvTia and establishing a 
piq-Isiaeli government in Beirut, 
editorials, especially the Post's 
began to question Israel's 
credibility. As the siege of Beirut 
intensified and the Isaeli naval, 
aerial and land bombardment of 
the capital continued unabated 
despite the mounting number of 
casualties among civilians, 
editorials appearing in the four 
papers began to adopt a stance of 
unambiguous condemnation of 
the Israeli policy. For example, 
the Post wrote on June 25 the 
follow'ing:‘‘We are forced to 


"understanding" for its reasons. 
In many instances, editorialists 
would stress the "destructive" 
role of the PLO which sup^sedly 
created a "state within a state" in 
Lebanon and would highlight 
news reports about Lebanese 
civilians welcoming Israeli tanks 
with jubilation. Some Temesand 
Post editorials have gradually 
accepted the Israeli line that the 
invasioo "created possibilities" in 
the region which could open the 
road to peace, especially after the 
exit of PLO guerrillas from 
Lebanon. 

Commenting on the American 
media's press coverage of the 
invasion, Eric Hooglund wrote: 
"Basically, the Americaa presss 
has accepted the Israeli posirion 
without any serious questioning. 
WTiat Israel has done has been in 
the interests of peace. Aggression, 
invasion of a sovereign oountry, 
the violation of international law, 
these are not considered to be 
relevant concerns with respect to 
the situation in Lebanon. In fact, 
Lebanon need not even be 
considered a country with legal 
rights, according to tiie New York 
Times, which is probably the 
single most influential and 
authoritative newspaper in the 
United States: Peace is the issue, 
not Lebanon. There is no 
Lebanon or plausible plan to 
revive it. A world that tolerated its 
disintegration, occupation by 
Syria and collapse into 
quasi-feudal baronies, speaks 
nonsense when it pleads for 
Lebanese sovereignty or 
"territorial integrity."

Their 
editorial coverage of the area has 
conseqnendy been crisis-oriented, 
with the perioib of war and 
periodic active diplomacy 
occupying the lion’s share. No 
editorials covering cultural, 
artistic, scicDCific or social events 


cent of their totals. 

In spite of an appeal 
from the U.S., Israel 
staged a second air 
attack on the 
following day and 
later embarked on a 
full-scale invasion of 
Lebanon. 

The two most imponaat 
developmrats in foe Middle East 
during this year were IsraeFs 
withdrawal from the last part of 
Sinai and its return to Egyptian 
sovereignty and IsraeFs massive 
invasion of Lebanon. This last 
chapter, as narrated 1^ foe four 
papers, reveals how controversial 
and unpopular IsraeFs adventure 
into L^anon has been in foe eyes 
of American and European 
editorial writers. Following is a 
brief account the events which 
ineceded the invasion. 

One June 4, Arab gunmen in 
London shot and severely 
wounded foe Israeli ambassa dor 
to Britain, Shlomo Azgov. The 
attempt was daimed by anti-PLO 
faction headed by renegade 
Palestinian leader Abu, Nidal. 
Although foe PLO denounced the 
attack, foe Israeli government 
blamed it and ordered a massive 
air strike against Palestinian 
targets in Leba^n. faraeTs action 
violated a de facto cease-fire 
negotiated by U.S. Ambassador, 
Phflip Habib, between Israel and 
foe ^O. After foe Israeli strike, 
Palestinian forces reacted by 
laundiing rocket attacks against 
faiaeli setdements in no^em 
farael in whidi one person was 
killed. 

Incite of an ^peal from foe 
U.S., Israel st^d a second air 
attadc on the following day and 
later embarked on a full-scale 
invasion of Lebanon. After 
several di^ of intense combat in 
whifo several thousand civilians 
had been wieri, foe Israelis were 
withia a few miles of Beirut. Most 
Palestinian positions in the south 
had been c^tured but there were 
still mai^ pockets of resistance in 
^on and I^. On June 14, after 
heavy fighting, faraeli forces 
c^tiued Beirut aiipoit. 

On foe diplomatic front, the 
United States vetoed an ux;^t 
Security Council resolution 
condemning faraeFs refusal to 
withdraw from Lebanon and 
rejected European caDs for a 
sintilar ooadenmation of Israel at 
the NATO summit meetmg in 
Bonn. On June 7, the Post 
reflected foe official American 
position 

"Uhquestkmably, the Israelis 
have a right to protect foeir 
people. The British mive just gone 
8,000 miles to assert the same 
principle. Many observers, 
including the Reagan 
AdmmistratioD. had understood 
that Israel could not be expected 
to let its border towns be 
indiscrimiaately shelled.** 

'The Post's position was 
contradicted, however, by 
Antiiony Lewis, the New York 
Times columnist who wrote in his 
column “^noad at Home" tiie 
following, different account: 

“la terms of keeping norfoem 
Israel free of aitiilety attades, that 
arrangement has been 
astonishki^y successful. For nine 
montiis not a sin^e xodeet or foell 
was fired by PLO gunners into 


The Italian daily published an 
editorial by Dino Frescobaldi on 
June 9 in which he was skeptical of 
the outcome of the Israeli 
invasion. He said: 

"Peace in Galilee" 
demonstrates how man y times a 
story can repeat itself. Once again' 
a government is victim of tragic 
iUusiqa: that of seeking peace and 
securiiy by means or war. Four 
bloody wars, all ending kunilitary 
defeat for foe Arab armies^ have 
not solved the Middle East 
confEct ... Israel can defeat and 
hunuUate any Arab army but 
cannot eliminate the Arab World. 
She can occupy foe old castle at 
Beaufort and aJJ foe camps of foe 
Falestinian refugees but cannot 
physically eliminate from foe map 
the problem of 4.5 million 
Palestinians both inside and 
outside tite occupied teiritories 
unleSiS she intends to commit magy 
genocide.’’ 

Le Monde's reaction was 
predictably critical of Israel and 
the United States. “Nothing of 
that whidi happened," wrote tiie 
Parisian daSy, “could have miran 
place if the U.S. hasn't equipped 
and over-equqiped the Israeli 
army." Le Monde also took issue 
with foe American silence over 
IsraeFs violation of foe anns 
export agreement whidi prohibits 
foe use of American arms for 
offaasive purposes. 

The Times, for its part, 
discussed the political 
consequences of the invasion 
lugiog the Israelis to teke political 
risks and to diange their policy, 
towards tiie Palestinians. It wrote: 
"The Israelis from their position 
of positkm of military strength 
must take political risks too. It is 
no good hoping, like Professor 
Milson and Mr. Sharon, that they 
can continxse to coutxol the West 
Bank by cultivatn^ a collection of 
Unde Toms. There is a flavour of 
conten^it for the Palestinians in 
the way tiiat Mr. Begm and Mr. 
Sharon — not to mention Mrs. 
Meirinfaerday — talk about foeir 
needs and aspirations.”

That means destroying 
the Palestinians as a movement 
and dispersing them as 
individuals. A second condusion 
is that foe Israelis have been 
unfoii^nably Moody. There is no 
ooncmvable goal foat would 
justify foe civilian casualties foat a 
fiirfoer, full-fledged assault on the 
PLO and Syrians in Beirut would 
surely bring. That would be foe 
ultimate barbarism in a «»mpaTgn 
in which the wide-spread 
slaughter of civilians has 
undermined Israel's daim to 
moral superiorify, once its richest 
poUtical asset in foe West." 

In the meantime, IsraeU Prime 
Minister Begin attacked the 
French news media for its 
prolonged exposure of Israel's 
militaxy operations and the 
civilian casualties and suffering 
brought about by its bloody 
invasion. Mr. B^in described 
these media as showing an 
"anti-ZsraeH attitude, which is also 
anti-Jewish." Le Monde 
re^nded to these accusatioas 
describing Mr. Begin as “an 
intellectual terrorist'’ who 
considers any criticism of the. 
Israeli government as an 
anti-Semitic act which can only 
come from an enemy of Israel. 

“Thxou^out foe period of the 
invasion, most of the editorials 
whidi discussed it have tried to 
balance criticism of Israel with a 
certain measure of 


major U.S. newspapeis and some 
European ones of foe Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon reveals an 
important finding. In general, 
editorials written on this subject 
have been more balanced in tteir 
presentation of facts than the daily 
news stories published by these 
newspapers. News reports have 
generaify accepted foe Israeli 
ratiouale for the attack and 
subsequent Israeli press 
communiques describing details 
of foe operation. Pro-Israeli bias 
can be manifested in a variety of 
ways which are pan of foe 
newspapers’ daily editorial policy. 
By leading with Israeli statements 
and quoting IsraeU sources more 
frequendy, by the selection and 
placement of war {footogr^hs 
which equate between the 
suffering of a few Israelis and 
thousands of Lebanese and 
Palestinians, by discussing the 
mflit^ a^cts of the invasion 
and ignoxi^ foe detaDs of foe 
human suffering and the honor 
stories committed by Israeli 
troops and their Lebanese allies 
and by foe acceptance or rejection 
for publication of opinion essays 
and "letters to foe editor” whi^ 
are critical of foe invasion and/or 
the government position 
regarding it. 

The use of taeaeflines for news 
stories and editorials is also an 
important indication of the 
newsp^ier’s emphasis and its bias 
towards one of foe war’s parties. 
The initial focus of headunes in 
this study’s sample presented the 
invasion as a repri^ action for 
aUeged PLO terrorism:

AMMAN — "There must be a* 
drop ID rent for housing*' said a 
ddighted resident of the Fifth 
Qrde area. “1 have asked my 
■ landlord to reduce my annual rent 
by JD 100, and he agreed!" 

A representative of an 
mtefnatjonal company holds the 
same opinion: "When my 
laodloid heard 1 was aimut to 
move my t^Bces to a new location, 
he immediately offered to slash 
JD 1,000 off my annual rent!" 

Landlords do not iilce to admit 
it; but a limited, random surv^ 
conducted recently by the Jordan 
Hmes indBcates that, for the time 
being at least, these observations 
are correct, and that there is a 
prevaHing decline in housing and 
office rents in Amman. (Other 
cities is die Kingdom are not 
included in this survey). 

Newspapers are flooded with 
"for rwt” advertisements and 
announcements by people seeking 
to sell their apartment or office 
buildings, having failed to 
generate enough revenues to 
service loans obtained to build 
diese projects. 

The reason behind the decline 
in rents in Amman lies in the old 
demand and supply formula. 
When there is too much supply, 
there is a decline in prices. 

Good news for tenants is always 
bad news for landlords. 

“All of a sudden, everybody 
wants to invest in housing and 
office buildings," said Omar 
Qabban, owner of a three-storey 
apartment building in Jabal 
Hussein. "Letfs see now how they 
can fill them," he said, pointing 
indifferently to the empty 
apartment building opposite hte 
office on Akka Street. 

He believes that the over supply 
of apaitmeut and office space has 
forced a general reduction in 
rents, varying in degree fiom one 
area to another. 

"Under pressure from lending 
banks, many of those who 
borrowed massive sums to build 
housing projects are now seeking 
to seli," Mr. Qabban said. “There 
is only so much the market can 
take." 

Over the last decade or so. 
letting housing and office units 
proved to be a lucrative business 
for investors and developers. 
Hundreds of buildings were 
erected in and around Amman, 
when the demand was strong and 
rates were h^. In consequmce. 
th£ led fo the carrot over-supply, 
exaeerbated'%y 
recently-established companies 


rents drop as many buildings stand empty 


whidi deal in leasing houses for 
middle-'income citizens. 

Govttsmrat bousing 

Tliroughout the same period, 
the govemmenf s role was liimted 
to piDvidiDg housing units for 
govenunent employees and other 
low-mcoine citizens at reasonable 
rates. 

The Housing Corporation, 
establi^ied in 1966. has so for 
carried out 74 low-rent housing 
projects in the Kingdom. Those 
provided 14,495 housing units at a 
cost of JD 120 millioo. According 
to a report published leoently, the 
oorpoiatiOD has further plans 
witfiin the govemmentf stive-year 
plan (1986-90) for the 
coostructioD of 10,040 units 
induding 1,180 units on which 
woik had b^m before the plan. 
These wiU cost the govenuneot J D 
112.8 million, acrording to the 
report. 

Of those, 10,040 housing units 
to be built the government 
3,435 housing units will be m 
Amman, 2,855 in Zarqa, 1365 in 
Irbid, 100 in Ma£raq, 775 in Balqa 
Govemoiate. 340 in Karak, 90 in 
TafBeh and 580 in Ma'an. 

The coiporatioo's director 
general Sha^ Zawaideh said that 
the govemmrat housing projects 
have had no substantial inq>act on 
the over-supply in the housing 
market and the consequent 
dedine in rent. 

He eq^lained that private sector 
investois were (soviding housing 
and office space for hi^-inoome 
citizens and that a shorty still 
exists in housing for 1^ income 
groups and government 
eog)!oyees. 

“We stiU need much more 
housing space for low-income 
citizens than the government can 
afford to ^nd,’^Mr. ZawiJd^ 
told the Jordan Times. He added 
that the fnivate sector did not 
show any interest in building 
housing for tow-moome groups. 

Mr. Zawaideh explained that in 
practice, the housing units the 
government is building are 
allocated for people wbo were 
living wiffi their parents or 
relatives “because they cannot 
afford mivate sector rents." Mr. 
Zawaideh said the government 
has no official statistics about 
reals and the demand and supply* 
but said that there has be^ a 
dedine of about 30 to 40 per cent 
in rental rates in general. He 
jpredicted a further decline in rents .. 
pver the next two years and urged 
private sector investors to cater to ' 
the needs of people with an 


tneome of less than JD 100 per 
month. 

Views frtmi economists 

Economists interviewed by the 
Jordan Times expected the 
current decline in rents to 
continue, at least for the next two 
years. 

Dr. Fahed Fanek said that 
altfiough he agreed there was a 
considerable decline in rents, he 
did not think it had reached 30 to 
40 per cent. He said in the 
seventies, rents were hiked due to 
the influx of ri^ Lebanese fleeing 
the civO war. “Since then, there 
has notbeen a tangible increase in 
rents." He added diat. “if one 
takes the inflation rate into 
consideration , it can be said that in 
fact, the real value of rents has 
gradually declined. 

Dr. Fanek said the present 
decline in rents is a rectification of 
an abnormal situation and not a 
>lem requiring a sohition. In 
view, "the government has 
allocated more than it should have 
to finance low-inoome housing 
projects and gave housing an 
exaggerated priori^." 

He insists that the supply in 
housing was no more than 5 per 
centh^er than demand, and that 
these (houses) are empty for a 
period not exceeding 6 months in 
most cases. 

“We are living.in a 
disinflationaiy period that is 
bound to reduce prices on almost 
everything,” Dr. Fanek said. 

Giving an example, he said that 
v^teble prices are 70 per cent 
of those in 1980, and that 
the cost of living in June this year 
was less than it was in the same 
month last year. 

Mr. Riad Khouri, a 
Beirut-based economist and 
businessman agreed with Dr. 

Fanek's analysis but said that the 
current dedine in rents would 
continue until the building boom 
has subsided or reduced vis-a-vis 
the accelerated demand in the 
market. 

Mr. Khouri said that the 
region's economic crisis had a 
direct impact on the demand for 
private-sector housing and the 
consequent decline in rental 
prices. “What we have at hand is 
the economic boom's hangover," 
said Mr. Khouri m reference to the 
current economic recessioD. 

He said that the over-supply in 
the housing maiket was mainly 
fimited to the high-iocomehousing 
and thafdefnandv^ still high forr although this is not a new 
low-income housing in ibe problem, be was. in a way, hapw 

ddIv with the current situation. “If

said, adding that although 
low-rent housing was 
economically viable, “those who 
bufld houses are rich pmple who 
generally like to deal with people 
of their own dass." 

Poblic opinion 

Citizei^ interviewed by the 
Jordan Tunes were divided on the 
reasons behind the apparent 
decline in housing and office 
rental rates. Some attributed the 
trend to the overall world 
economic recession and to the 
decline in the number of investors 
in major projects in the Kingdom. 
Many believe that a greater 
number of people would ^ be 
seeking to live in Jordan —mainly 
Jor danian expatriates and other 
business-oriented people ffom * 
neighbouring countries — if the 
economic situation was better. 

“The economic situation is 
forcing young people to stay at 
their parents house because they 
cannot afford independent 
housing." Mr. Fares Rusheidat, a 
28-year-old pharmacist said. “It is 
not only a question of tnufition ... 
It’s also a question of whether you 
can be economically independent 
or not.” 

Mr. Rusheidat agreed that

office) owners should become 
miliionnaires overnight." he'said. 
He gave examples of landlords 
asking “astronomical figures"* 
when he was seeking an apartment 
for rent. “It is simply ridiculous." 
Mr. Rusheidat said. 

Ms. Aida Mansour, an engineer 
with a private company, s^ she 
was in fovour of having "a certain 
limit" on rental rates, aldiough, 
she continued, "this would be a 
very difficult thing to achieve." 
She said the overall economic 
recession was partly responsiUe 
for the over-supply in rental 
housing space, and die subsequent 
decline in rental rates. 

“From my personal 
observatioo, I th^ that rents are 
oomideied «ie of the highest in 
the world, relative to Jordm's per 
capita inoome," she remarked. 
“With the present economic 
situation, I just can't understand 
how people are stiU cap^e of 
paying their rent It's a miracle." 

Others held the opinion that the 
glut in the rented housing market 
had hardly anything to do with the 
economic recession, which, they 
said, had been prevailing for 
several years. They attribute the 
present situation to sheer 
over-supply and . investors' 
disproportkmate respond to the 
denmd in the JoTdanian.markei. • 

They believe the trend would 
eventually have to be reversed by 


the accelerated increase in 
demand that follows populatioD 
growth, added to the expected 
influx of Jordanian workers 
returning from the Gulf region 
due to the economic slump in 
general and tiie decline in oQ 
'prices in particular. 

“Now that the apartments and 
offices avaflable for rent are 
empty." said a real estate agent, 
“the prices wfl] normally go down, 
and many will stop building 
apartments they xnow may 
remam empty. 

"Eventually." he continued, 
"tiiere wfll be less new space and 
an accelerated increase in 
demand. Then, rates *will 
gradually go up ^ain." He said it 
was veiy hard to predict how low 
the rates would go or whether the 
current trend would last for long. 

A fraction of those interview^ 
by the Jordan Times, mainly 
apartment and office building 
owners, did not agree that there 
was any considerable decline in 
rents and that what had been said 
was an exaggeration or a 
misrepresentation based on 
isolated exan^^les. They were not 
immediately able to substantiate 
their assertions. 

Making a rough estimate, a real 
estate agent put the ratio of 
tenants to landlords at SO to 1. 
“We can conclude that for the 
time being," he said, "the number 
of those who are happy with the 
trend, is much higher."

Software industry 
slowly changes 
stance on copy 
protection

BOSTON — The computer 
software industry and its main 
corporate customers have long 
be^ at loggerheads over the issue 
of copying programmes, but the 
customers are slowly beginning to 
'get their way. 

Lotus Development, major 
publisher of software programmes 
for personal computers, 
announced this month that it 
planned to allow its bluest 
corporate customers to make 
unlimited copies of its 
programmes under certain 
conditions. 

The company also removed 
copy protection for all software 
sold to the U.S. government. 

Lotus' closest competitor, 
Ashton-Tate, went even further 
shortly afterwards when it 
announced that it was removing 
copy protection from all its 
products for all customers. 

The third of the big three 
software publishers, Microsoft, 
gave its customers leeway to make 
copies last spring. 

The unauthorised copying of 
pro^mmes, usually referred to 
in the industry as software piracy, 
has long been a major concern of 
software publishers. 

Personal computer software is 
published on floppy discs and 
most programmes have a piece of 
computer code written 'mto the 
disc that causes the programme to 
selfdestruct if a copy is attempted. 

Publishers inserted .the 
protective code to prevent 
software packages from being as 
easily copied as records or cassette 
tapes, with the resultant loss of 
revenues. 

But even with the code, piracy is 
considered a major problem by 
the industry. G)mpany executives 
have estimated that for every 
software product sold, between 
two and 10 copies are available. 

An entire industry has 
developed around breaking the 
copy code as well. “There are a 
number of programmes out there 
at S50 a pop that can easily copy 
Lotus lr2-3 (the company's best 
selling spreadsheet pFogramme)," 
said Robert Lefkowitis of the 
California consulting firm 
Infocorp which specialises in 
micTDcomputers. 

Outside the United States, 
where there is little enforcement 
action available, the situation is 
far worse. 

George Debak^, a deputy 
assistant secretary for electronics 
at the U.S. Department of 
Commerce, recently reported that 
“foreign distributors of 
U.S. -manufactured software 
report piracy ratios of 250 pirated 
copies of a software programme to 
one legitimate copy." 

Debakey said distributors 
estimated foat 80 per cent of the 
software sold in Brazil is pirated, 
worth more than $33 million 
annually, and 90 per cent of the 
software sold in ^ufoeast Asia, 
excluding Japan, is copied 
illegally. 

Lotus and Aston-Tate have led 


the charge against piracy and both 
have aggressively prosecuted 
users they suspected of copying 
programmes. 

But increasingly large corporate 
customers are seeking the removal 
of copy protection codes for their 
owu convenience. 

The copy protection code can 
make the programme more 
difficult to use by interfering with 
other legitimate computer 
functions, at times even causing 
the computer to lose data or 
malfunction. The code also makes 
it cumbersome for large 
companies to transport files 
among groups of employees. 

Most of Che smaller companies 
in the intensely competitive 
software industry already have 
discarded copy protection as a 
selling point to win large 
corporate customers. 

Earlier this year (he Association 
of Data Processing Organisations, 
an industry trade group, dropped 
a longtime effort to achieve 
industry standards for copy 
protection because of objections 
from corporate users. 

Within the past year, copy 
protection has come in conrention 
with a newer concept — site 
licensing. 

Under site licensing, a customer 
pays a hefty fee for a so-called 
“golden disc”, essentially a master 
programme from which an 
unlimited number of copies can be 
made for one location. 

The big three publishers have 
all said they are completely 
against site licensing, but all are 
putting plans into place that come 
very dose to the dreaded idea of 
unlimited copies. 

"We will notgo toward any kind 
of site license," Ashton-Tate 
chairman Edward Esber told the 
company's annual meeting 
recently. "We will mnintain the 
dogma of charge per user.” 

Both Lotus and Ashton-Tate 
have sought to emphasise the 
service aspects of their plans 
rather than the licensing portkm. 

Under the Ashton-Tate plan, 
users who already own some 
Ahston-Tate programmes can 
receive upgraded versions, 
without the copy protecrioo, for 
$45. 

Announcing the plan, executiw 
vice-president Roy Folk said: 
“We are concerned with the 
increase in illegal copying of 
microcomputer software and 
intend to vigorously enforce our 
copyrights. Yet, we are 
encouraged by our corporate 
customers' efforts to devise plans 
to deter software piracy." 

Under the Lotus plan, 
customers can purchase 
unprotected copies of the 
company's newest software if they 
agree to buy at least 100 
programmes and if they give proof 
of an enforceable anti-piracy' 
policy. 

Customers can also receive 
copies firom a master disc running 
on the customer's mainframe 
computer, with the company 
charged for each copy that is 
made.

“Sooner or later, the 
Bundesbank must show some 
goodwill because we are all sitting 
m the same boat in die West,” a 
senior money market dealer for a 
West German bank said. 

The discount rate determines 
the cost of funds in domestic 
money markets and is the central 
rate in the banking system. . 

A lower discount rate would 
stimulate economic growth by 
making bonowii^ chewier and 
Ae Lilted States in particular 
wants West Germany to assume a 
locomotive role for the world 
economy to help its own flagging 
economy. 

But the angling giowdl of 
money supply would rekindle the 
West German rate of inflation, a 
subject the Bundesbank is 
particularly sensitive about, 
economists said. 

The cost of living in West 
Germany is currently declining, 
mainly due to the sharp fall in oil 
prices. 

A renewed rise would toudi a 
raw nerve in this country, where 
bitter memories linger of massive 
inflation in the 1920s paving die 
wry for the Nazi era. 

Money supply has grown above’ 
the Bundesb^'s own target so 
far this year. The Bund^bank- 
adheres to the monetarist theory 
that excessive money supply 
eventually fuels inflation. 

Economists ruled out an easing 
in Bundesbank credit poli^ in two 


weeks' time if money supply is still 
growing too fast. 

“The atgumeDts raised today 
against cutting rates wfll carry just 
as much we^t in 14 d^ tune/' 
Mr. Hermann Remspereer, 
economist at Berliner Handw- 
und Frankfurter Bank, said. 

Economists also expect new 
economic statistics to reveal 
extraordinary strong growth rates 
for the West German economy in 
the second quarter of this year, 
which would take mudi wind out 
of tile sails of the country's critics 
abroad and at home. 

But news Thutsday of anodier 
record trade surplus of 1 0.9 bSlioa 
marks (553 billion) in July fuelled 
criticism that West Germany was 
not coDtributing its share to 
boosting world economic growdi. 

And unless economic growth 
cuts into the unenqiloyment rate 
of just under nine per cent, 
domestic political pressure might 
strengthen ahead of a genera] 
election in January. 

Since the Bundesbank 
tradifonally does not make major 
changes in its monetary policy in 
the three months running up to a 
general election, the time-span in 
which it can act is effectively 
Umhed to Septe m ber and the first 
half of Oefoter. 

Growing strains in the 
European Monetary System 
(EMS), whidi links ei^t Western 
European currenctes within 
□arrow fluctuation bands, will also 
we^ on Bundesbank tiiioking. 

TTie mark has recovered almost 
all of the ground it lost in the last 
leal^nment of EMS parities in 
April and the weakn^ of the 
Dani^ oown and the French 
franc has aven rise to speculation 
that a fiirmer realignment will be 
needed. 

Fed may cut interest 
rate again 

Meanwhile, many analysts 
believe the Fed is Ificdy to reduce 


its discount rate a further half 
point in September, just ahead of 
the annual meetings of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF^ and the World Bank in 
Wa^ington. They believe that 
will provide the opportunity for 
joint German and Japanese 
actioa. 

“Prospects remain h^ that an 
internationally coordinated 
mterest rate cut could occur 
around the time of the IMF 
meetings late in September,” said 
Mr. Jack Lavery , r^earch director 


of the Merrill Lynch Securities 
firm. 

U.S. officials meet counterparts 
from the 11 leading industrial 
nations in Paris in mid-September 
and again during tiie annual 
meeting s of the IMF and tite 
World Bank in Washington at the 
end of next month. 

“We're going to continue trying 
to get the message through,” said 
an official who said the most 
effective forum would occur 
during bfiateral talks on the 


margins of the IMF meetings. 

Western finance ministers 
-usually hold bilateral talks with 
U3. Treasury Secretary James 
Baker when they come to 
Washington, in addition to 
attending larger meetings. 

Lower U.S. interest rates are 
putting downward pressure on the 
dollar and aggravating the export 
positions of West Germany and 
Japan, developments U.S. 
poli^makers say should persuade 
the two nations to act on interest 
rates.

“South African production 
risks are really j ust a psydiokmcal 
foctor — an excuse for speculator 
fever," Mr. Brian Nathan, 
managing director of precioiis 
metals dealers Ayrton Metals in 
London, said. 

Mr. Nathan said he believed tiie 
market was due for a downturn, 
now that platinum had breached 
$600. 

“I think people should be very 


carefuL the market is certainly 
going to stay volatfie,” he said. 

“Once they see prices moving 
iqi so quickly they jump on the 
bandwagon... there are record 
volumes of platinum being traded. 
Last week we were seeing about a 
quarter of world aunual 
production passing through 
.speculators' hands.” * ' ' 

The platinum market is ranch 
less actively traded than tiie gold 
and sflver markets and that has 
added to die volatili^ in recent 
weeks. 

The price volatOity accelerated 
Thursday after ±e $600 level was 
broken, traders said. 

“It seemed to be causing m&:.y 
speculators to withdraw to the 
sidelines and to rethink the overall 
market situation as the long 
weekend ^rproaches,” said Mr.

Gulf Arab states urged to give 
private sector increased role 


•KUWAIT (R) — A top Arab 
industry officii Thursday urged 
Gulf states to help the private 
sector play a more active role in 
industrial development. 

Sheikh Mohammad A1 Muila, 
scretaiy-gcnera] of the Union of 
Gulf Qumbers of Commerce and 
Industry, said the private sector 
was “making little impact on 
efforts to diversify sources of 
revenue.” 

Hie public sector remained 
dominant in the Gulf Cooperation 
CouncO (GCC) groiroing Bahrain, 
Kuwait, Oman, Qatar. Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates, he said, and the GCC 
“should encourage the private 
sector to play a more active role in 
industrial development, instead of 
investing overseas.” 

To boost the private sector, he 
said in an article m the Ar^ Times 


newspaper, local bank* should be 
encouraged to provide long term 
loans, and should back project 
with their legal, economic and 
administrative expertise. 

* “Local and regioaa] industrial 
and agricultural development 
.funds can act as middlemen 
between the banks and priiute 
sector, by taking loans from the 
banks and then channelling the 
funds to the private sector.” he 
said. 

Sheikh Muila said GCC 
governments should bear the cost 
of training local workers for the 
private sector, and at the same 
time reduce the cost to employers 
of taking on foreign worters by 
cutting charges for residence, 
travel and public services. 

In assessmg industrial ventures, 
he said, “ there should be a unified 
system for joint Gulf projects and 


priorify should be ^ven to Gulf 
producers in setting up joint 
companies.” 

Sheikh Mullah said several 
factors weighed against the 
private sector. 

These included a lack of local 
technical and administrative 
workers, an increase in risks 
associated with investments in 
industry, the time lag before 
profits are achieved and fierce 
competition from imported 
products “which local consumers 
tend to prefer.” 

He also cited reliance by 
industry on raw material imports 
because of a shortage of 
agricultural land and non-oil 
materials, “and the duplicatioa of 
industries within the Gulf states 
which has created unnecessary 
coo^ietitioD.” 


Yeutter blames high dollar for deficit 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. 
trade representative, Mr.' 
Qayton Yeutter said Thursday 
the United States' continuing high 
trade deficit was due in to the 

dollar's strength against the 
curreocies of Canada and some 
Lade nations. 

He yakl die value of the dollar 
had dropped agmnst the J^kib^ 
yen and the European curreocies 
but not against the currencies of 
some of America's other major 
trading partners. 

Mr. Yeutter, who made he 
remarks in an interview on CBS 
television's Nightwatch News 
Programme, said die deficit would 
drop, “but it's not going to happa 


overni^t.” 

The Reagan administration has 
been under heavy pressure from 
Congress and state governors to 
take tough action to reverse the 
deficit, whidi is lunoing at $170 
biUkxi. 

Mr. Yeutter said Ja^iaoese and 
European busmessmoi are stfll 
absoroing the decline of the dollar 
over the past year and taking 
smaller profits in their exports to 
the Uoi^ States. 

Sometimes . those business 
patterns take up to 24 months to 
chwge, he said. 

“We've seen the exdiange rate 
more with the yen and the 
European cuirendes, but haven’t 


seen any movement with the 
Canadian dollar. That’s our 
hugest trading partner.” 

Mr. Yeutter said the rate also 
has not changed against many 
other coirencies whito are tied to 
the dollar, sudi as the Latin 
American currencies. 

U3. officials have been holding 
informal meetings with countries 
whose ctirrenciss are tied to the 
dollar in an effort to txy to 
persuade them to break the Knlc 
Qdier reasons for the deficit, 
according to U3. officials, include 
the unfair trading practices of 
many nations who dump their 
products on the U3. market at 
below cost prices and keep their 
own markets closed to U3. goods. 


Frontier Airlines files for bankruptcy 


DENVER (R) — Frontier 
Airlines filed for bankruptcy 
Thursday after People Express, te' 
corporate parent, was un^le to 
find a buyer for the loss-ridden 
carrier. 

The filing came in U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court in Denver, hub 
of Frontiers operations until the 
airline shut down suddenly last 
Sunday, stranding thousands of 
travellers. 

Frontier, with 4,700 employees, 
had been losing $10 oiilfioo a 
month since it was taken over by 
People Egress in November 
1985. It had been in business for 
39 years and was the nation's 13tb 
laigest aiiliDe. 

People Eiqpress is in fmanrial 


trouble itself and announced in 
eariy July that it was seeking a 
buyCT for all or part of the 
company. 

It readied an agreement to sell 
Frontier to United Airlines for 
$146 millin n. but that deal fell 
through and People Express was 
unable to find another ^yer. 

In its bankruptcy filing. Frontier 
listed assets of $89 nuUion and 
liabilities of $1513 millloD as of 
Jufy 31. The filing wiU protect 
Frontier frcmi its creditois while it 
tries to reoiganise, but Pet^e 
Expr» said it bad no pl^ for 
Fnmtier to lesume operations. 

People Express Chairman 
Donald Burr said in a statement, 
“the decision to file a bankruptcy 


petition was made only after we 
had exhausted every other 
availaUe alternative, indwdmg 
the possfole sale of Frontier to 
parties other than United 
Airlines. None of the anlnies or 
other financially responsible 
entities we spoke to was wilfing to 
make an ofier for Frontier as a 
whole.” 

He said Peofrie £x[Kess had 
been prepared to take a “drastic 
reduction in price” if United 
Airlines would go ahead with tiie 
purchase, “but United was 
unwOling to proceed.” 

United pulled out after it could 
not ageee on pOots* salaries with 
the Air Line Pilots Association 
(ALFA).

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Mugabe to revoke trade 
pact with South Africa 


HARARE (R) — Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
said Friday a trade accord which Zimbabwe signed 
earlier this month with Sooth Africa would be 
scrapped as part of Zimbabwe’s full support for 
international economic sanctions against the 
white-led neighbouring state. 


“The decisioD to impiement 
.sanctions will ovetride that (trade) 
agreement. It is dear." Mr. 
Mugabe told a two-hour news 
conference in the Zimbabwe 
capital Harare. 

Under the accord, dating back 
to the colonial days of white-ruled 
■Rhodesia, South Africa and 
Zimbabwe give preferential 
treatment to each omer’s goods. 

Mr. Mugabe, whose landlocked 
nation is heavily dependent on 
South African tranqxut routes 
and trade, appealed to the 
'intemational coomuni^ to help 
Zimbabwe and other black-ruled 
sondiem African nations should 
Pretoria etaliate against them for 
badting the trade embargo. 

On Wednesday, Soutii Africa 
halted a three-week border search 
'of trucks carrying Zimbabwean 
.and Zambian exports. The move 
had been widely seen as a reprisal 
against die two nations for their 
vocal backing of punitive 
sanctions to force Pretoria into 
abandoning its apartheid racial 
s^regation policies. 

Eariier this week South Africa 
said that , to show how deptendent 
the country was on Pretoria, it 
.would unilaterally publish details 
of thetrade pact which Zimbabwe 
signed ^riiile Mr. Mugabe was at a 
London Commonwealth 
mini-summit lobbying for 
anti-apartiieid sanctions. 

Mr. Mugabe described the 
sztnation in South Africa as getting

A spokesman for South Africa's 
Department of Trade and 
Industries told Reuters; “We had 
to publish the amendments 
because there axe importers and 
exporters who conclude contracts 
on the baris of this agreement.” 

The accord was first drawn op in 
1964, he said, and it stip^ted 
that eidier country must give six 
months notice before pul2^ oul 

“We haven't received any 
formal notice from the 
government of Zimbabwe ... we 
will honour our commitment and 1 
have DO doubt the government of 
Zimbabwe will do so. It’s a 


withdrawing consular facilities 
and hairing imports of South 
A&ican steel and othn specified 
products. 

He said the international 
community could help by 
providing markets for

Washington talks yield no

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
Soviet deputy fore^ minis ter 
says his country is “not interested 
in ‘an empty summit’ and that 
preparatory talks with a hi^-level 
US. dd^ticm fruled to adiieve 
much progress. 

’ Anatoly Adamishin'sstatement 
on Thuisd^ indicated Soviet 
leader Mikhafl S. Goibachev was 
still unwillnig to set a date thisyear 
to meet President Ronald 
in Washington, as the leaders 
agreed to do 1^ November in 
Gffleva. 

• “It has to have some results, 
concrete results,” Mr. Adamishm 
told repcnters. “We are not 
interest^ in an empty summit.” 

. The U.S. side responded with a 
terse statement saying the talks on 
regional issues were not designed 
for n^otiatiocs and had been 
conducted in a “constructive and 
tasinesslike” w^. 

Among the topics covered were 
the war in Angola between the 
Cuban-backed goveroment and 
pro-western rebels and relations 


between the Soviet Union and 
Israel. 

A U.S. official said odier topics 
induderi the wars in the Gulf and 
Af^anis tan and developments in 
Southeast Asia and the Middle 
East. The talks yielded “no 
mii^es, no breakt^ughs,” the 
official said. 

‘‘’There was an agreement these 
talks would be confidential,” State 
Department spokesman Pete 
Martmez said, “so we will not 
enter into die substance of die 
discussion 

Mr. Adamishm stressed a 
summit meeting “has to be 
productive” before the Soviets 
would set a date. “We have to 
dedde yet whether the summit 
would fake pl^.” 

He descrfoed his talks with the 
U.S. delegation headed by 
Under-Secxetaiy of State Mkfaaei 
H. Armaoost as “an ezdiange of 
views.” 

Mr. Adamishin said he could 
not provide any details of the 
talks.

LA PAZ (R) — Bolivia's 
centre-right government has 
declared a 90-d8Qr state of si^ to 
quell labour unrest over austerity 
policies and warned it could use 
force to disperse a protest march 
by tiiousanas of miners. 

Interior Minister Fernando 
Barthelmy told reporters 
Thursday mght that autiiorities 
arrested 162 people Thursdity in 
connection with what he called a 
subversive plan against the 
government. 

He said no more than 100

un^iecified part of the country. 
He did not d^xnate. 

The minister said one 
policeman and one student were 
wounded when dynamite 
exploded during a dem^tration 
in tire central chy of Sucre, but 
said no more violent incident 
occurred daring the day.
